Welfare Harry Shapiro disclosed 
Friday room rates at all 10- state- 
owned general hospitals will be 
increased boon to meet complaints 
from privately owned institutions,

The last increase went Into ef-

need and who are unable to pay. 
We believe that is in a large meas- 
ure the duty and obligation of the 
state, but we do vigorously protest 
the subsidizing of people and in- 
surance companies that are able 
to pay."

RH Is Unaffected 


Use of the vaccine so far has 


shown no effect on the RH blood 
component, Dr. Salk said. He said 
a study by a team of Philadelphia 
scientists, as yet unpublished, led 
to this conclusion. The study cov- 
ered 100 children inoculated in field 
trials in 1954, Dr. Salk added. 


The RH factor (named after the 


Rhesus monkey where it was first 
found) is present in most peoples 
blood, but not in all. The child of 
an BH positive father fone who has 
the substance) and an RH-negative 
mother may die unless prompt 
measures are taken right 
after 


birth. There are also dangers In 
repeated transfusions to an RH- 
negative person from an RHposi 
tive blood donor.

2. The vaccine does not seem to 


cause any kidney damage.

In some persons. 


Dr. Salk said his studies showed 


there must be at least a two-week 
interval between the first and sec- 
ond shots, and he recommended at 
least a seven-month wait before the 
third, and last shot Is given. 


He said only time will tell about 


the long-range effectiveness of the 
vaccine, adding:

Troubles More Frequently

Revision For Inspections 


Whereas former'y the ten-thou- 


sand-mile inspection date was con- 
sidered to be something calling for 
special attention the newer plan 
for wise car care breaks the pro- 
cess down into more frequent in- 
spections and thus more frequent 
opportunities to nip trouble in the 
bud. Today there is more empha- 
sis on the thousand-mile check-up 
than ever before, while 3,000 and 
5,000-mile checking periods have 
virtually replaced the 10,000-mile 
variety. 


There is still considerable dif- 


ference in cans and so it is not 
well to generalize too much, but 
it is getting to be fairly common 
to replace the oil filter cartridge 
at 3,000 miles. It is also well to 
check spark plugs at this point 
because in addition to cleaning you 
will be able to tell if they are 
proving to be thg right type for 
the engine «nd for the way the 
car is being used. At 5,000 miles 
the chances are that the brakes 
need adjusting, brake fluid supply- 
having been checked every time 
the car is lubricated. Front wheel 
bearings should be checked at the 
5,000-mile date, or twice a year. 
Little attentions easily overlooked 
include cleaning crankcase vents, 
checking the windshield wipers, an 
going over the wiring. It always 
pays to check headlight aim and 
front-wheel alignment at these 5000- 
mile periods. 


Clutch In New Kole 


Well, the old clutch may have 


been tosed out of the window to 
make room for automatic trans- 
missions and torque converters, but 
it has staged a comeback: in the 
modern car's air conditioning sys- 
tem. In conventional air condition- 
ing the compresor is running at 
all times, this naturally robbing 
the engine of some of its power 
when car cooling isn't necessary. 
Latest is a special electric clutch

Keep These In Mind 


A lot of what appears to be vapor 


lock with modern engines is noth- 
ing more serious t.han air leakage 
in the short flexible fuel line which 
runs from the main fuel line to the 
pump. 


Some mechanics believe that in 


most 
cases 
unsatisfactory 
gas 


mileage which isn't due to mechan- 
ical causes can be traced to in- 
correct ignition timing. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"Checking the radiator core for 


possible clogging should be the 
first thought when there is over- 
heating which cannot be remedied 
by correct ignition timing, testing 
for brake drag and noting whether 
the automatic transmission has suf- 
ficient fluid. But few motorists re- 
member that if the radiator core is 
partically clogged the situation will 
be worse with a new water pump 
or by removing the motor thermo- 
stat. 


"A new pump will circulate wa- 


ter faster. And if the thermostat 
is removed the radiator core has 
to go to work even before the en- 
gine is up to normal operating 
temperature. This results in loss 
of coolant out the overflow pipe." 


Time To Check Fluids 


Through the summer your car 


can lose some of the fluids which 
it needs in full supply for proper 
operation. We normally think to 
check the coolant and the engine 
oil. but are 
likely to overlook 


brake fluid and lubricants in the 
steering system, the transmission 
and the rear axle housing. After 
a hard summer of traveling it al- 
ways pays to check the fluid level 
in the automatic transmission or 
the torque converter. Fluid should 
also be checked in the power steer- 
ing system. 


Because heat thins out liquids 


there is always plenty of chance 
for leakage in hot weather. Added 
to this is the leakage caused by- 
parts loosening up because of vi- 
bration from, high speed travel. 
Heat 
also 
causes 
evaporation. 


That explains why inferior grades 
of brake fluid are likely to leave 
the system without sufficient fluid. 


Carbon On A Rampage 


If the engine ever develops a 


sharp clatter after it has become 
well heated up don't be surprised 
if it turns out to be nothing' more 
serious than a large particle of 
carbon dancing around atop one of 
the pistons. Carbon becomes incan- 
descent and often causes preigni- 
tion, but in addition it can compli- 
cate the compression picture so as 
to provide noise. When 
carbon 


started doing one of its tricks the 
other day I felt certain there was 
some mechanical trouble involved, 
but wisely decided to give the car 
a good run on the open road. Half 
way up a long, steep hill the noise 
stopped. Apparently the 
trouble- 


some bit of carbon had been blown 
out the exhaust. 


Filters Team With Oils 


Tne usual filtering elements in 


oil filters do not trap out additives 
put into premium oils and do not, 
therefore, have any effect on the 
efficiency 
of such lubricants 
in 


modern motors. Organic materials 
picked from motor parts by deter- 
gents in these oils remain in circu- 
lation, passing through the filter 
cariridstes along with the oil. How- 
ever, the filters pick out abrasives 
' and sludge and continue to guard 
the motor against wear which such 


! foreign matter is certain to inflect. 


! This double protection provided bv 
the filter in combination with high 
detergency oil heip.s to explain the 
ability of the newer engines to 
show so little wear. 


Basic Facts Overlooked 


While there's advantage in know- 


ing about some of the .••pecial con- 


I ditions that can 
bring on brake 


trouble, such as warped drums, 
shoes that are not concentric with 
their drums and jammed brake 
pistons, sometimes such knowledge 
blinds us to some of the simpler 
things that can and do go wrong. 
One mechanic tells me that he 
! sometimes finds owners driving 


I along with brake lining worn down 
1 to the rivets. 


Just For The Record 


In all the current talk about 


spring suspension it is interesting 
to note that the leaf spring was a 
development 
of 
the 
Eighteenth 


century, royally being treated to 
a. more comforabie ride as a con- 
sequence. A long way back they 
tried compressed air for operating 
cars, in case you have been won- 
dering. An electric car in 1899 ac- 
tually was clocked at sixty miles 
per hour, and it had a stream- 
lined body. Although it was a long 
while gaining headway the steel 
body came into the picture in 1903 
when the Thomas car appeared 
steel for wooden body panels. 


In The Motor Mai] 


Q. According to the instruction 


book the cooling system of my car 
should have a capacity of 18 quarts. 
However, I find that when flushing 
it out I need only 16 quarts to refill 
it. A friend tells me that this indi- 
cates there is a lot of sediment in 
the block, thus taking up space. 
However, the engine does not over- 
heat. Ni,J. L. 


A. You will find that you failed 


to drain off all the water, and that 
when you think the system is em,- 
ty there still are two quarts in it. 
This is due to the fact that you did 
not open the drains at the rear of 
the engine block. 


Q. There is a grinding noise 


whenever I engage the clutch to 
start the car or to shift gears. 
What now? W. M. 


A. The chances are that there is 


trouble in the transmission, but 
first of all check the lube level in 
the gearbox and make sure the 
lube is the right grade for this time 
of year. 


Q. The engine of my car cranks 


very slowly whenever it has been 
heated up and then switched off. 
Checking shows that the battery is 
in prime condition. Naturally with 
cranking so slow it is difficult to 
get a start. T. McB. 


A. Considering the age of this 


car I believe that this situation 
hints strongly of "varnish" on the 
pistons. This is a very trouble- 
some form of engine gum which 
can be quite a pest when heated. 
Sometimes the pistons actually 
seize. 


Q. Should an engine be hot or 


cold whenever adjusting the car- 
buretor? H. H. F. 


A. If you are speaking of an 


adjustment to the idling mixture 
or to the engine idling speed, yes. 
However, other changes in the car- 
buretor such as re-setting the float 
level, or replacing jets or meter- 
ing rods, are done with the parts 
cold. In adjusting the idling mix- 
ture be sure to accelerate the en- 
gine frequently to prevent over- 
heating, and always recheck your 
adjustment. 


Q. There is a peculiar knock in 


the eng-ine of my car. Haven't been 
able to locate it. although I have 
gone to a lot of trouble. J. N. A. 


A. Check over the cylinder head 


nuts. You may find that one of
